ORTY MILES AN HOUR 

By a recent legislative enactment Call- 
fornia motorists are to be permitted to 
drive at a speed of forty miles an hour on 
the open highway. Doubtless this will be 
taken by many motorists as a warrant for 
a still greater speed. The speeders al- 
ready crowd the thirty-five-mile limit and 
exceed it by five or ten miles. But it would 
seem that forty miles an hour is quite fast 
enough. It is as high a rate of speed as some 
of the old express trains of ten or twenty 
years ago used to travel on rails that were 
clear of traffic for miles ahead, while a 
clearance of only 300 feet is required on 
motor roadways. 

If the new regulation should encourage 
the increase of speed near and at road in- 
tersections where signs of “slow” or “fif- 
teen miles an hour” are erected it will not 
work out as intended. The intent is to 
afford drivers who are in a hurry an op-

Where there are no trees the melting 
snows burry on to become swollen tor- 
rents, sweeping across the barren land, and 
wherever the watersheds are denuded of 


year by year. 

In the swirling waters now sweeping one 
of the most fertile valleys in the world 
millions of yards of rich earth are being 
carried to the sea. How futile are the 
man-made barriers to hold these waters 
in check has been demonstrated from day 
to day as levee after levee has given away 
before the resistiess pressure of the floods. 

These flood problems stretch from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. Wach year they 
become more acute, but it is the broad. 
rich lands of the Mississippi Valley, the 
granary of the United States, that pays the 
heaviest price for the devastation of the 
forests along the hills from which ber 
water sources spring. 

The stemming of these floods is of vital 
interest to every man and woman in Amer- 
fea. Man's barriers bave failed, but those 
built through the patient years by Mother 
Nature that have stemmed the torrents 
through thousands of years will not fail. 
We must do more than conserve the 
remnant of our forests by teaching the 
school children the priceless value of our 
trees, we must begin a reforestation pro- 
gram that will replant every hillside from 
Maine to Washington, .

Deploring the idea of special days and 
weeks devoted to something or other, the 
United States Chamber of Commerce has 
voted the fad a nuisance to business and 
as serving no particularly good purpose. 
Ip a general way, perhaps the chamber is 
right, though one would dislike to see the 
observance of Forestry Week or Clean-up 
Week discontinued, and there are a few 
other special weeks that deserve to be kept 
on the calendar. But, of course, when it 
comes to Onion, Cranberry and Asparagus 
Weeks it would seem that they might be 
lost in the shuffle and no great harm done, 
though the commercial ifterests represent- 
ipg the industries named might feel they 
had just cause for complaint. 

Setting what it probably considers the 
bright and wholesome example of refusing 
to let ite public schools observe any more 
special days or weeks, the District of Co 
lumbig has eliminated them from its pro- 
gram and hereafter only the long-honored 
and cherished holidays will be officially 
sanctioned in the District. 

Our modern calendar allows only fifty- 
two weeks to the year, but records com- 
plied by Washington statisticians show 
that there are at least 100 special weeks 
devoted to some purpose or other, many 
of them to affairs in which the general 
public has little or no interest. Alphabet- 
leally these range from Achievement Week 
to Y.M.C.A, Week. While the last-named 
is worthy of anybody's consideration and 
respect, the first does not mean much to 
the average busy American who is “still 
achieving, still pursuing,” from the begin- 
ning to the end of the year, and has no 
time for celebrating even his most note 
worthy performances. 

It is the same with some of the many 
special days. No man with anything re 
sembling gallantry begrudges the observ- 
ance of Mothers’ Day, but when it comes 
to the recently added Fathers’ Day he is 
willing to waive all the honor and glory 
that may be ascribed to fatherhood and 
aid in the clearing up of the calendar by 
calling it off. Other additions to our long 
list of holidays made of late years have 
been Armistice Day and Navy Day, to 
which nobody can reasonably object. But
